REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 are currently pending in the present application. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Chow et al 
( PipeRench Implementation of the Instruction Path Coprocessor , IEEE, Dec. 2000). Applicants 
respectfully traverse such rejection. 

Enclosed is an affidavit from Applicants to swear behind Chow, The affidavit attests to 
the fact that the submission date of the invention disclosure for the present application is earlier 
than the publication date of Chow. The submission of the affidavit is considered timely because 
Applicants had made an offer to submit such an affidavit in the previous response. Because the 
invention disclosure of the present application pre-dates Chow, the § 102 rejection is believed to 
be overcome.
